never more urgent than at present to 
see that only healthy beef goes to the 
consumers’ tables. In the revulsion 
which has come to so many people the 
past six months over the revelations 
made as to the quality of beef which 
the meat concerns allow to be sent out 
from their refrigerators, the most 
strenuous @ndeavors should be made 
by cattle growers in particular, to cor- 
rect the evils which are hurting their 
industry, and they should see to it 
that nothing but sound and healthy 
heef can be offered for sale in the retail 
markets. Once let it be known that 
unscrupulous dealers have not the 
power to offer diseased beef for sale, 
the consumption of meat will be greatly 
increased and the golden days of profit 
to the cattle producer will return.

A Connecticut Yankee suggests the 
use of flash light photography as a 
means of protecting bank vaults from 
burglars.

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CHINESE FUNERAL CUSTOMS. 


Filial Duty in the Event of a Father's 
Death—Feeding the Dead. 2 


When a Chinaman dies, after the can- 
dles are lit the eldest son kneels before 
the corpse and with chopsticks and a 
bowl of rice presents food to the mouth, 
and alsoacup of samshoo. During this 
ceremony of feeding the dead, the rest of 
the family are weeping and wailing about 
the floor. 

Money is now placed in the flowing 
sleeves of the dead*man’s clothes. Then 
some one shakes the sleeves and the 
money drops to the floor. It is a case of 
‘‘ heads or tails,” a substitute for speech, 
by which means, and a certain code, the 
dead man is supposed to make known 
various wants. A ioiniature palanquin 
and doll coolies for carryingit are now 
brought in, and samshoo and little cakes 
set out for their refreshment on the jour- 
ney. The palanquin and coolies are con- 
sumed with fire,a process that transfers 
them tothe spirit world to wait on the 
departed. 

After this, the corpse is clothed for his 
long journey. Etiquette requiresthat six 
or seven suits shall be put on one over an- 
other, after the manner of the living 
To enable 
poor people to do this, special grave- 
clothes are made of paper, in imitation of 
silk; but.a.wealthy Ciuinese family spends 
largomeein bundling a corpse up in the 

other at cela satins. A large bulky 
coffin ba ed air-tight, after the 
en boxed up, by several 
porcelain varnish. The hermeti- 
ans piavery necessary as the body 
n06 taken to its final resting place for 
th 4 OFeven years, except in the case 
r peeple who cannot afford to 
eeL up ceremonies of respect. 

‘The song of the dead man usu illy sleep 
beside the coffin. night after night for 
some time, to emphasize that fili.l piety 
to <. wchieh all China bows the knee. Hot 
water is placed before the coffin every 
morning for the departed to perform his 
ablutions. Food is presented regularly 
at meal times, and at night the female 
members of the family gather about the 
coffin to make known their intention of 
retiring, and to bid the deceased husband 
and father good-night. Imitation money 
is burned to pay the expenses of a guide, 
ferriage and various other thinzs which 

he is supposed to require. 

On the forty-ninth, sixtieth, or one hun- 
dredth day, a. grand farewell banquet is 
provided, embracing all the delicacies of 
the season. 
the coffin is supposed to be a gentile hint 
to the departed that he has now been in 
the spirit land long enough to provide 
for hiniself. As a parting gift large 
quantities of mock money are burned. 

All these ceremonies are preliminary to 
the funeral. The funeral itself is quite 
an imposing affair, with bands of music, 
sedans and companies of people in pro- 
cession, all draped in white, and weeping 
and wailing. The Chinese mourning 
—— is white, and with this color the
